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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The office believes the prior art of record covers 
the claimed invention, as currently presented in the claims. The Applicant continues his argument that the channels of the Pond 
reference can not equate to the files. To this the Examiner maintains that a file, as defined in the art, is a "named collection of 
information", a "unit of storage that distinguishes one set of information from another". The channel as described in the Pond reference 
does exactly that, it is a named item (CNN, TBS, etc.) that represents a collection of information (the channnel information (see column 
7, lines 59-67), the specific signal from the reciever (see column 10, lines 28-35), etc.). The applicant argues that nowhere does Pond 
teach "downloading" of any information such as the Examiner's "list" "to memory storage hardware." In response, Pond teaches, in 
column 6, lines 3-6 and in column 7, lines 21-28, downloading a list of available channels from an appropriate source, where memory 
storage hardware can be available to store software progams or other data used to implement the invention. The applicant further 
argues that Pond doesn't teach the creation of a "sub-list" from a "list". In response, Pond teaches, in column 5, lines 22-32, the screen 
being only capable of displaying a portion of the whole list and through page mode and associated page button the user is cablable of 
displaying a subsequent sub-list of the entire list. The applicant further argues that there is no teaching of how to make control unit alter 
the field of the video display to display anthing other than the "entirely" of whatever list is currently being instantaneously represented by 
a broadcast singal. In response, Pond teaches, in column 5, lines 22-32, a page mode and an associated button causing a subsequent 
sub-set of the available channels to be displayed. 
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
